The council is required to 
submit a five-year plan¬ 
ning application for the use 
of Monmouth Beach as a 
chalet and caravan park in 
July, as the current permis¬ 
sion expires on June 30th 
2012.

He said: “To all council¬ 
lors, including Councillor 
Mark Gage, following my 
comments made at both 
Strategy and Policy and 
full council about several 
problems within the 
budget regarding the lack 
of money set aside for 
works and maintenance at 
Monmouth Beach, do 
councillors now see how 
wrong they were in ap¬ 


proving the budget?” 

He continued: “Having 
read several comments in 
the local papers from the 
town council regarding the 
slip, I would like to disas¬ 
sociate myself from all 
these comments.”

Councillor Mark Gage 
added: “Councillor Turner 
has said he made a request 
for a meeting and it was re¬ 
fused. I have not been 
made aware of anyone 
being refused.” 

Councillor Turner said: 
“In our Standing Orders it 
says a request for an ex¬ 
traordinary meeting goes 
to the mayor with just 
three days notice. I can’t 
understand why you, as a 
mayor, when you could 
call this meeting and have 
a pecuniary interest in the 
matter, said no. You should 
have let councillors other 
than yourself discuss it.”

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IN March 2011, young architectural consultant 
Jim Larcombe decided to go it alone and set up 
his own business. 

Despite doing so in the middle of a recession, 
his Lyme Regis-based company, named Jim Lar¬ 
combe Architectural Consultant, has gone from 
strength to strength and he has just opened a 
new office having previously worked from home. 

Jim, 22, was born and bred in Lyme Regis, at¬ 
tending the Woodroffe School before gaining an 
ONC and HNC in Building Studies at Exeter Col¬ 
lege. 


• WHY did you decide to set up your own business? 

The idea of setting up my own business has always ap¬ 
pealed to me and, with plenty of local contacts through 
Lyme Regis Football Club and friends of the family, I 
gradually started picking up private work. People 
thought I was mad setting up a business in the middle 
of a recession but I always had plenty of support and it 
has certainly paid off. To date, I have taken on over 120 
projects in slightly under two years. I currently have 
freelance help from an RIBA registered architect, a cou¬ 
ple of architectural technicians and some office help - 
business is booming! 

• WHAT services do you offer? 

The architectural services that we offer include meas¬ 
ured surveys, which are used primarily to help with the 
design stage, carrying out surveys for Land Registry 
plans, a full design package which can include a 3D 
model of the proposal along with freehand concept 
sketches and 2D drawings as necessary for planning ap¬ 
plications. We will take on any size planning application 
anywhere in the country. We also provide a full set of 
Building Regulation drawings and offer a site supervi¬ 
sion service. 

• WHAT job are you most proud of to date? 

I have recently gained planning permission for an ultra 
contemporary project in Lyme Regis, in a cul-de-saq of 
traditional 1970s bungalows. The client knew it was not 
going to be a straightforward application and gave me 
a year to obtain planning permission but the applica¬ 
tion was turned around in just two and a half months. 
This has given me the encouragement to take on more 
ambitious projects. 

• WHAT would your ideal architectural job be? 

I would love to get my hands on a new housing estate 
and design some contemporary new builds rather than 
your traditional pitched roof, uninspiring new builds 
that are so common these days. We are so fortunate to 
be in an area with fantastic countryside and coastal 
views that need to be maximised. 

• HOW do you hope to expand your business in the 



future? 

Within the next five years I am hoping to open another 
office, not far from Lyme Regis, and try to maximise the 
current workflow. This will not only establish the busi¬ 
ness outside of Lyme Regis but also provide more jobs 
for local people, which is something I am all for. 

• TELL us about the Upkyme school project you're 
involved in... 
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I have been quite fortunate to help Mrs Ethelston's Pri¬ 
mary School in Uplyme try to obtain planning permis¬ 
sion for a new school. I approached a team of 
volunteers in May 2011 with a view to help in whatever 
capacity. It was early days of being self-employed and I 
wanted to try and integrate myself into projects going 
on in the local area. I was later appointed along with 
three other consultants to assist the school on an out¬ 
line planning application, which was successful. The 
school had been trying to obtain permission on this site 
for around 25 years and to be part of a team that helped 
to achieve this gave me great satisfaction. 

• WHAT do you like about living in Lyme Regis? 

I have a great passion for the town and it gives me great 
pleasure to have an office in Lyme and I'm fortunate to 
still be able to live here. I love the fact that you are no 
more than a 10-minute walk to the seafront, although 
the walk back up the hill isn’t so enjoyable! 

• WHAT would you add to the area if you could? 
The town is crying out for low-cost housing. It is ex¬ 
tremely hard to be able to work in the town and afford 
to buy a house here. I am willing to help any potential 
developers who would be interested in trying to pro¬ 
vide this option to first-time buyers. Also, having 
moved into my new office three weeks ago in Church 
Street and seeing near miss after near miss right outside 
my window, it would be nice to see a one-way system 
put in place, or traffic lights to be installed further up 
the road towards the London Inn. 

• WHAT are your personal interests? 

I'm a member of Lyme Regis Football Club and it is 
something that I am only too happy to help out with in 
whatever way possible. I have been involved with the 
club since I was four years old. If you haven't been up 
there, I strongly recommend giving it a try. I was fortu¬ 
nate to be able to help out when it came to building 
new changing facilities and I designed the extension. 
Granted, the building isn't the most aesthetically pleas¬ 
ing in the world now but it provides the additional 
space required. It's something the whole club should 
be very proud of. 

• WHAT would you do if you won the Lottery? 

Obviously I would build my own house, it's a dream that 
I hope comes true one day. I would also invest in new 
premises for the business and attempt to create as 
many new jobs within the town as possible. I would 
make sure that the football club was financially sound 
and would donate money to both Cancer Research UK 
and the British Heart Foundation.

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Beach Mission given go ahead 

BUT NOT WITHOUT A FIGHT FROM OBJECTING COUNCILLORS 


FINAL approval has been 
given for Christian group 
United Beach Missions to 
run children’s activities 
on Lyme Regis beach this 
summer. 

However, councillors 
opposing the group’s re¬ 
turn did not give up with¬ 
out a fight. 

Three applicants put for¬ 
ward for the concession to 
run children’s games and 
activities on the beach, 
and the Town Manage¬ 
ment Committee recom¬ 
mended that United 
Beach Missions be se¬ 
lected. 

The Christian group has 
set up on Lyme beach 
every summer for free for 
about 40 years, but was 
called into question in 
2011 by Councillor Mark 
Gage, who was concerned 
the group was not open

about its religious values. 

Following a meeting 
with United Beach Mis¬ 
sions, the group was al¬ 
lowed to return in 2012 
for free but councillors 
agreed they would treat 
the organisation as a nor¬ 
mal concessionaire in the 
future. 

This meant, for the first 
time, United Beach Mis¬ 
sions had to apply for 
their use of the beach, 
along with other appli¬ 
cants, to run children’s 
games in summer 2013. 

The Town Management 
Committee’s recommen¬ 
dation to select United 
Beach Missions as the 
successful applicant was 
called into question at this 


week’s full council meet¬ 
ing. 

Councillor Lucy Camp¬ 
bell asked why the group 
had been selected when 
they had offered to pay no 
fee, and the other two ap¬ 
plicants had. 

Additional income 

She said: “Having taken 
a look at the various con¬ 
cessions I would like to 
question the decision of 
the Town Management 
Committee to support 
United Beach Missions. 

“There were three op¬ 
tions, two of which of¬ 
fered to pay. I realise the 
council does not have to 
go for the highest bidder 
but since we are always 
trying to find additional 
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income I don’t understand 
why you chose United 
Beach Missions.” 

Councillor Campbell 
said she would have much 
rather seen the committee 
chose the application for 
“Fossil Fun” educational 
activities on a Jurassic 
Coast beach. She added 
that her objection to 
United Beach Missions 
was not about supporting 
or not supporting certain 
faiths. 

Councillor Mark Gage 
backed Councillor Camp¬ 
bell’s arguments. 

He said a beach should 
be used for “leisure activ¬ 


ities” only and he be¬ 
lieved it was “wrong” to 
allow it to be used for 
anything else. 

Councillor Terry O’¬ 
Grady also objected to the 
recommendation, saying 
he did not understand 
why United Beach Mis¬ 
sions had not been treated 
as a regular concession¬ 
aire when the council had 
decided it would be the 
previous year. 

The recommendation to 
allow United Beach Mis¬ 
sions to run children’s ac¬ 
tivities on the beach this 
summer was passed four 
votes to three, with Coun¬ 


cillors Chris Clipson, 
Michaela Ellis, Daryl 
Turner and the Mayor, 
Councillor Sally Holman, 
voting in favour. Council¬ 
lors Campbell, Gage and 
O’Grady voted against 
and Councillor Lorna 
Jenkin abstained. 

Other concessions 
which were agreed for 
summer 2013 included a 
costermonger’s barrow 
selling fresh fruit, trampo¬ 
lines, deckchair hire, 
stonebalancing and Punch 
and Judy, which has not 
been seen on Lyme beach 
for several years. 


Hotel applies for borehole 


THE owners of one of 
the top hotels in Lyme 
Regis are applying for 
planning permission to 
sink a borehole to extract 
water to supplement their 
supply for laundry pur¬ 
poses. 

A planning application 
submitted by consulting 
engineers Brody Forbes 
to install the 40 metre 
deep borehole at the 
Alexandra Hotel in 
Pound Street was consid¬ 
ered by Lyme Regis 
Town Council’s Planning 
and Highways Commit¬ 
tee. 

A report from the engi¬ 
neers said the proposed 
water extraction would 
involve the installation of 
a small diameter bore¬ 
hole from ground level in 
the service yard area be¬ 
tween The Cottage and 
the front of the main 
hotel building. 

The exact siting would 
be on a concrete hard 
standing and not on the 
historically significant 
cobbled courtyard area in 
front of the hotel. 

Brody Forbes said they 
believed that the pro- 
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posed borehole installa¬ 
tion would not cause any 
adverse changes to the 
overall ground stability 
in the area, nor would it 
have any harmful effects 
on the buildings located 
near to it. 

Despite this assess¬ 
ment, town councillors 
were concerned about 
any affect on the stability 
of the land and decided 
that, whilst sympathetic 
towards the application, 


they recommended that 
West Dorset District 
Council commission an 
independent report on 
ground stability given the 
nature of the area and 
possible effects on the 
wider area. 

Councillors said they 
would like the report car¬ 
ried out by the engineers 
who advised the district 
council on the phase two 
of the coastal protection 
works.

Austerity measures continue to 
squeeze county council finances 


SAVINGS of £19.5 million have 
been approved by members of 
Dorset County Council for 2013/14, 
as the authority’s finances continue 
to be squeezed. 

The council agreed its budget for 
the next financial year last week, 
which also included a council tax 
freeze for the third year in a row. 

In his annual budget speech, coun¬ 
cil leader Angus Campbell said that 
although substantial savings had al¬ 
ready been made, there was still a 
great deal more to find: “Here in 
Dorset we have continued with our 
own Meeting Future Challenges pro¬ 
gramme which has delivered £43 
million in savings over the last two 
years and seen a reduction of 525 
full-time equivalent posts. 

“However, there is a great deal 
more to save, as we must find at least 
£90 million by 2015/16.” 

And with continuing cuts from cen¬ 
tral government, and ‘increasing fi¬ 
nancial austerity,’ Cllr Campbell said 
the authority was going to have to 
find new ways to help balance the 
books, particularly in adult social 
care. 

He said: “Demand on services for 
the elderly and people with disabili¬ 
ties continues to grow, and is re¬ 
flected in the increasing pressure on 
the council’s community care 
budget. 

“Taking a more ‘commercial’ ap¬ 
proach to some services and offering 
community groups to mn others may 
help preserve them, but it will not 
produce significant financial savings. 

“We must, therefore, look for 


changes in the way we deliver serv¬ 
ices - both as commissioner and 
provider - with greater emphasis on 
facilitating self-help and independ¬ 
ence.” 

The council will look to make sav¬ 
ings through further joined up work¬ 
ing with organisations, such as the 
NHS, which includes plans to pro¬ 
vide more short-term residential care 
placements, so that older people are 
given a chance to return to their own 
homes. There are also plans to help 
people with learning disabilities live 
more independently through sup¬ 
ported accommodation, rather than 
living in residential homes. 

A total of £5.6 million of the 
2013/14 savings had already been 
identified through the existing Meet¬ 
ing Future Challenges programme, 
which includes reducing the size of 
the council’s property estate. 

A sum of £3 million has also been 
saved from the council’s central 
budgets - largely by reducing inter¬ 
est costs. 

Other areas where savings will be 
made include support to schools, 
passenger transport, museums, road 
safety and children’s services. 

Cllr Campbell stressed, however, 
that the council’s priorities were still 
to ‘protect vulnerable people, sup¬ 
port communities and grow the local 
economy’. 

In his speech, Cllr Campbell also 
paid tribute to the dedication of 
council staff, particularly in these ex¬ 
traordinary times. He said: “As num¬ 
bers fall and work increases, the 
pressures on our staff multiply and 


yet they still step up to the plate and 
get on with the task. Without that 
kind of dedication, the public would 
find our capacity to deliver the essen¬ 
tial services they rely on severely di¬ 
minished.” 

At the end of the meeting, the 
council leader revealed that he would 
not be standing for the upcoming 
Dorset County Council election in 
May. 

Cllr Campbell first joined the 
county council in 1989 for four 
years. He was re-elected in 2001 and 
became leader of the authority in 
2006. 

He said: “I have been tremendously 
privileged to be able to serve the peo¬ 
ple of Dorset. I do not believe that 
one should clog up these positions 
permanently, even if one is able to. 

“Both in politics and business the 
organisation benefits from move¬ 
ment in the ranks.” 

Cllr Campbell said that a particular 
privilege for him was chairing the 
Dorset Olympic Board leading up to, 
and during, the 2012 Games in Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland. 

He said: “This was a splendid 
demonstration of partnership work¬ 
ing across all the public bodies in¬ 
volved, including the thousands of 
local people who participated. It was 
a tremendous success for Dorset in 
which all should feel great pride. 

“I believe that Dorset County 
Council is a magnificent organisation 
with its values centred on public 
service. It has proved tremendously 
resilient in the most difficult of times 
and I shall miss it greatly.”

Record year for bingo association 


'Unauthorised 
terrace'invades 
our privacy, 
say neighbours

A TERRACE for which planning permission had never 
been obtained overlooked a neighbouring property in Sid- 
mouth Road, invading the occupants’ privacy, town coun¬ 
cillors have been told. 

An application by John Hansford to render the existing 
red brick house, known as Driftwood, was considered by 
members of the town council’s Planning and Highways 
Committee. 

The applicants are also seeking to replace the original 
timber decking with a paved terrace with rendered block- 
work, supporting walls and metal and glass balastrade. 

Neighbours attended the meeting and recorded their ob¬ 
jections, claiming planning permission had never been 
granted for the terrace, which was at the same height as 
their six-foot fence bordering their property and over¬ 
looked their garden, resulting in an “invasion of their pri¬ 
vacy”. 

Issue for planning officers 

Vice-chairman Chris Clipson, who conducted the meet¬ 
ing, said the issue of whether the terrace had planning per¬ 
mission would be dealt with by West Dorset District 
Council planning officers when they visited the neigh¬ 
bours. 

Councillor Lorna Jenkin said she used to live in the 
property and knew it well and confirmed that the house 
had a balcony 30 years ago. 

On the proposal of Councillor Michaela Ellis, the com¬ 
mittee decided not to object to the application but to rec¬ 
ommend that a six-foot high opaque screen be erected to 
protect the privacy of the neighbouring property. 


LYME Regis Bingo Association has enjoyed its most suc¬ 
cessful year to date, handing out £900 to each of the 
seven participating organisations. 

The association was formed in 2006 when the Lyme 
Regis branch of the Royal British Legion gave up running 
the Thursday night bingo sessions at the Woodmead 
Halls. 

Since then the association has made a profit of nearly 
£40,000 with 2012 being its most successful year to date. 

Secretary and treasurer Philip Evans told the associa¬ 
tion’s annual meeting last week that revenues from the 
weekly sessions had topped £18,000 for the first time.

Michael’s Primary School, Lyme Regis Majorettes, Lyme

and the Over 70s Christmas Lunch Fund. 

Councillor Ellis thanked all those who had supported 
the bingo session during 2012, helping to make it such a 
successful and enjoyable year.

Resident complains 
as'tonnes of mud' 
dumped on beach 

A LYME Regis resident has complained about the 
"tonnes of contaminated mud dumped" on the 
town's main beach during harbour dredging. 

The harbour was dredged last week as part of an 
annual maintenance programme. 

Speaking in the public forum of last week's full 
council meeting, Cobb Road resident Carl Salter, a 
former beach concessionaire, said: "The harbour¬ 
master has dredged up tonnes of contaminated silt 
and mud and dumped it on the main beach where 
the children play. 

"How Lyme will ever get a blue flag I don't know!" 

Town and district councillor Daryl Turner said the 
dredging works were not only beneficial for the 
harbour but that the main beach was actually 
going to be replenished after a large amount of 
sand had washed off of it.

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Future of chalets hanging in the balance

with the deputy town clerk 
and she did not feel it nec¬ 
essary to take further ac¬ 
tion after this. 

Councillor Turner: “My 
opinion and my request did 
not change after my meet¬ 
ing with the deputy town 
clerk.” 

He then asked whether 
councillors knew how 
much had been spent with 
solicitors and experts with 
regards to the landslides. 

The Mayor conferred 
with town clerk Mike 
Lewis before Councillor 
Turner interrupted: “Sorry, 
but I asked councillors not 
officers.” 

Councillor Michaela 
Ellis said: “Well, I can an¬ 
swer that. No, I do not 
know and there is nothing 
in this report that mentions 
it.” 

Councillor Holman: 

“This will be discussed 
later with the solicitor.” 

Councillor Ellis: “Yes, 
but it would have been 
nice to have it before the 
meeting.” 

Councillor Holman: 

“The point has been made. 
Can we move on?” 

Councillor Turner con¬ 
tinued his questioning: 
“Do all councillors realise 


there has been an exten¬ 
sive email trail between 
some members over the 
past few weeks regarding 
Monmouth Beach. For the 
sake of openness shouldn’t 
we release this to the press 
and public?” 

The Mayor said she did 
not think there would be a 
problem with this. 

Councillor Turner: 
“There’s a couple of issues 
I want to raise about that 
email trail.” 

Councillor Holman: “If 
the email trail is going to 
be made public it should 
be as a whole. I do not 
have a copy here to refer 
to; I was not expecting to 
have to need it. If you 
could pick out points that 
can be dealt with without 
context go ahead, other¬ 
wise I think we should 
leave it.” 

Councillor Turner said 
he wanted to ask about the 
decision to re-open the 
road leading to Monmouth 
Beach after police had 
closed it, and whether this 
decision should have been 
made by the deputy town 
clerk. 


He said Inspector Mike 
Derby of Bridport Police 
had confirmed the decision 
to re-open the road was the 
town council’s. 

“It was the town council 
and the town council 
alone,” he added. 

Hanging properties 

Deputy town clerk John 
Wright said the decision 
was made following ad¬ 
vice from the geotechnical 
engineer and West Dorset 
District Council’s own en¬ 
gineer, and the police were 
happy for the town council 
to make a final decision. 

Councillor Turner ar¬ 
gued: “It increased the ex¬ 
posure of this council and 
the decision should have 
been made by council. The 
danger is that there are 
properties hanging over 
people’s heads!” 

Councillor Terry O’- 
Grady retorted: “Give 
over! When did you be¬ 
come an engineer?” 

He then accused Coun¬ 
cillor Turner, who is stand¬ 
ing for a seat on Dorset 
County Council this May, 
of electioneering. 

Mr Wright then went 


through his report, which 
included eight recommen¬ 
dations on how to move 
forward and gave an 
overview of the problems 
at Monmouth Beach and 
what council officers had 
been doing over the past 
few weeks. 

He said the view of engi¬ 
neers and building control 
officers consulted was that 
the town council’s actions 
had been appropriate. 

Mr Wright added: 
“Health and safety has 
been the most paramount 
aspect for us and we have 
been in constant contact 
with the chalet owners af¬ 
fected. 

“There is a financial im¬ 
pact for this council. If the 
council was to lose the 
whole site we would lose 
£157,000 and if you in¬ 
cluded the other areas of 
day huts it would be con¬ 
siderably more.” 

Earlier, during the public 
forum, chalet owner Chris 
Edgar said he thought the 
income from the chalet and 
caravan site to be 
£296,000, as outlined in 
the council’s last income 
and expenditure overview, 
not £157,000 as stated in 
the report. 

Mr Wright said the larger 
figure was boosted by in¬ 
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come from the white beach 
huts on Monmouth Beach 
and transfer fees from 
those who had transferred 
their chalets. 

He continued: “Next 
week there’s going to be 
five chalet owners who are 
going to have their chalets 
demolished. Six more are 
not going to have site li¬ 
censes in the near future. 
I’ve only been in this or¬ 
ganisation for six months 
but the community down 
there is so evident and we 
are going to lose some of 
that through this. 

“If there is any opportu¬ 
nity in the future to bring 
back these sites we will but 
I have tried to be honest, as 
history shows when we 
lose these sites we don’t 
usually get them back.” 

Mr Wright added that the 
council needed to start 
contacting chalet owners 
who had not been directly 
affected by the slips and he 
hoped this would be possi¬ 
ble after the meeting. 

“If I was in West Dorset 
planning department I 
would be more wary of 
giving planning consent 
then I was, say, a year 
ago,” he added. 

“That’s obvious, we can 
all see the impact this has 
had.” 

Geotechnical engineer 
Peter Chapman then gave 
a presentation on the his¬ 
tory of movement and 
works on the site and ex¬ 
plained the problems tech¬ 
nically. 

He explained that in 
three months leading up to 
August 2012 the cliff 
moved about 30 to 40 
milimetres. By December, 
it had moved a further 
100mm and in January 
2013 this figure doubled. 

“One of the things we 
can do relatively cheaply, 
and I’m not saying this 
will completely solve the 
problem, is to put more 
drainage in the lower areas 
or load the lower areas,” he 
said. 

“The problem is we can’t 
say how affective that will 
be. It will be affective but 
we don’t know to what ex¬ 
tent. There are more exten¬ 
sive measures but not 
within the budget of this 
council. We are working 
on restricted information 
and a restricted budget. 

“It’s a creeping move¬ 
ment and something we 
can manage as we see it 
happening. If it affects 
chalets then it affects them. 
They just need to be man¬ 
aged and removed safely. 

“In regards to replacing 
them in the future, we 
would have to put drainage 
in, load the site and then 
have to monitor it to prove 
there’s no further move¬ 
ment.” 

Referring to the National 
Trust-owned land at the 
top of the cliff, Councillor 


Owen Lovell asked: “Why 
is it, if it’s our land and 
there is an encroachment 
on it from National Trust 
land, can’t we do some¬ 
thing to stabilise it and 
protect the properties 
below?” 

Mr Chapman explained 
that planning permission 
would be needed for these 
works and the National 
Trust was likely to object 
as the area was a Site of 
Special Scientific Interest. 

“From previous involve¬ 
ment, it’s likely they will 
resist any work,” he added. 


Councillor Lovell con¬ 
tinued: “Are you checking 
that the area is stable 
where the work was done 
before, above the bowling 
green chalets?” 

Mr Chapman said: “No, 
we are only looking up to 
where the bowling green 
chalets start. We have no 
reason to suspect that area 
is moving.” 

Councillor Lovell: 
“That’s why I’m asking. 
We may be strapped for 
cash in this council but 
maybe we could find the 
funds somewhere to do 


something similar to the 
work that was done there if 
it’s working.” 

Councillors then looked 
at Mr Wright’s report in 
detail. 

Referring to last week’s 
major landslide west of the 
chalets, Councillor Turner 
said: “My concern is the 
Monmouth Beach chalets. 
We all saw what happened 
a little further west over 
the past couple of days. 
There has to be a risk of 
them being occupied.

“I can understand people using them as day 
huts but not people sleeping in them. I think 
they should stop being used for this from the 
1st of next month, especially in that area.” 

Speaking about the raised beach huts at the 
most westerly point of the site, he continued: 
“At the beach huts on the higher level, the 
right-hand side is falling over and both sets of 
steps leading up to them are damaged. Should 
we close them off because I can’t see anyone 
accessing them safely? 

“Other chalet owners should have been in¬ 
formed much earlier because of two reasons - 
they are either going to be coming down next 
week or have booked them out to people who 
are going to have no idea of what they are com¬ 
ing to. We all hear about people going on holi¬ 
day abroad to a building site but people are 
going to be coming to Lyme Regis and are not 


going to be very happy. 

“The whole site looks awful.” 

Mr Wright said he thought there was “no real 
danger” at the raised beach huts. 

Councillor Turner added: “This is a family re¬ 
sort. It is our duty of care to make sure any kid¬ 
dies running about there are safe.” 

Councillor O’Grady said: “I completely 
agree. We have to revisit this site and make sure 
it’s safe for children.” 

Speaking on the planning application the 
council will submit for the continued use of 
Monmouth Beach as a chalet and caravan park, 
Councillor Ellis said: “I think it would be pru¬ 
dent of us to split the site into three sections and 
have separate planning applications for each, 
so if one gets turned down it doesn’t affect the 
whole site. 

“If we lose the whole site it is going to be a 
serious problem for us.” 

Referring to last year’s decision to continue 


leasing Monmouth Beach Car Park to the dis¬ 
trict council, she continued: “This council re¬ 
fused to take back the car park from West 
Dorset last year. If we did we would have been 
making money down there.” 

Mr Wright said he would speak to the plan¬ 
ning consultant about the best way to submit 
an application, which may be to split the site 
into sections. 

The press and public were then excluded 
while the council went into committee to dis¬ 
cuss legal issues of the site with their solicitor. 
When the meeting was re-opened, councillors 
went through the recommendations on the re¬ 
port. They agreed the suggested eight receom- 
mendations with minor amendments and added 
four of their own.

FINAL AGREED RECOMMENDATIONS FOR MONMOUTH BEACH 


• MEMBERS agreed to receive a six-monthly report in January and 
July, or as advised, and mitigation measures relating to sites at 
Bowling Green, Monmouth Beach and Ware Cliff. 

• EXCLUDING sites 22 and 23 Monmouth Beach, and 2, 3, 34, 35 
and 38 to 44 Ware Cliff, members agreed to the submission of a 
five-year temporary planning application for the use of Monmouth 
Beach as a chalet and caravan park from July 1 st 2013 and seek ex¬ 
pert advice on how best to deal with a planning application. 

• MEMBERS agreed to withdraw the site licenses for caravans 3 
and 4, and chalets 34, 35,42,43 and 44 Ware Cliff. 

• MEMBERS agreed not to issue site licenses for chalets 22 and 23 
Monmouth Beach, and 38 to 41 Ware Cliff, from March 1st 2013 
and until such time as the danger posed by other chalets is re¬ 
moved, a satisfactory ground stability assessment is received and 
planning consent is obtained. 

• MEMBERS agreed to issue site licenses to the chalets at 31 to 34 
Monmouth Beach on condition that they move their chalets for¬ 
ward approximately 1.5 metres subject to the oversight of the 
council. 

• MEMBERS agreed to delegate to the town clerk the revision and 
implementation of a revised site license for use from March 1 st to 


June 30th 2013. A condition of issue is that caravan, chalet and day 
hut owners must not remove material from the cliffs. 

• MEMBERS agreed to issue all other site licenses from march 1 st 
2013 until June 30th 2013; the site licenses will be accompanied 
by a letter explaining that temporary planning consent is being 
applied for and, if granted, a further site license will be issued from 
July 1 st until November 6th 2013. 

• MEMBERS agreed to delegate a budget of £20,000 to the town 
clerk to authorise any works arising out of the demolition of 
chalets. 

• MEMBERS agreed to ensure all work by the chalet owners' con¬ 
tractor complies with relevant legislation, such as CDM and risk as¬ 
sessments. 

• MEMBERS agreed that the council would compile a list of all for¬ 
mer licensees who lost their chalets since 2008 including those 
about to lose their chalets and if there is an opportunity to rein¬ 
state sites in the future advice be taken on how to allocate these. 

• MEMBERS agreed that all costs incurred are the responsibility of 
the chalet owners. 

• MEMBERS agreed to take advice on the status of the western 
raised beach huts as soon as possible and follow the advice.

but because I think local 
democracy is in mortal 
danger. At county and 
district level, as we re¬ 
ported last week, it’s vir¬ 
tually dead with the 
cabinet system so pre¬ 
dominant. 

At local level I also fear 
for the democratic 
process. I am opposed to 
a cartel of councillors 
predetermining issues 
and voting in groups. All 
decisions should be 
made after reasoned 
public debate and far too 
much decision making is 
influenced by emails be¬ 
tween councillors to 
which the public have 
no access or knowledge. 
It’s one of the great dan¬ 
gers of this digital age. 

However, lively debate 
there certainly was in 
the council chamber last 
week when Monmouth 
Beach was the cause of 



the longest council meet¬ 
ing in recent times. 
Thankfully, I wasn’t 
present. Had I been, I’m 
not sure I would still 
have been there at 
10.30pm when the Mayor 
finally adjourned the 
meeting, with Mon¬ 
mouth Beach being the 
only main agenda item 
dealt with. 

A nd whilst I’m well 
and truly on my 
soapbox, let me make it 
perfectly clear that I am 
not opposed to the 
skatepark project in 
Lyme, a rumour being 
perpetuated by some 
councillors. 

The young people of 
Lyme deserve such a fa¬ 
cility; after all there is a 
skatepark in virtually 
every other town in 
Dorset - and they have 
waited far too long. It’s 
a pity that the skatepark 


will end up in a position 
(Charmouth Road car 
park) which would not 
have been anyone’s 
favoured location, but 
Lyme’s geographical lo¬ 
cation does throw up 
particular problems 
with regard to finding a 
suitable site. 

My main beef is a sim¬ 
ple one. I don’t think 
there has been enough 
focus on local fundrais¬ 
ing in the past with over 
reliance on council fund¬ 
ing. 

I think the council was 
over generous in saying 
they would give the proj¬ 
ect £25,000 for three 
years. They should have 
put in a place a proposal 
whereby the council 
match-funded whatever 
was raised locally up to 
a maximum of £25,000. 

There is now a greater 
focus on fundraising and 


with Cheryl Reynolds 
being drafted in to put 
her natural optimism, 
energy and commitment 
to good use, with others 
doing their bit, I have no 
doubt the necessary 
funding will be secured 
without further call on 
the public purse. I know 
from all the projects I 
have been associated 
with over the years, the 
sense of achievement is 
always heightened when 
you have raised the 
money yourselves. 

I spotted Cheryl in 
Broad Street selling tick¬ 
ets for Sunday’s duck 
race in aid of the 
skatepark project. I also 
noticed she was on her 
own with no other visi¬ 
ble support. I suspect 
she will have sold most 
of the tickets, resulting 
in the magnificent sum 
of £1,200 being raised. 

So let me reiterate that 
I support the skatepark 
project 100 per cent and I 
hope it will not be too 
long before the skate¬ 
boarding enthusiasts of 
Lyme and district can 
demonstrate their talent 
in an exciting and safe 
environment.

Cabinet system leads to 
'risky decision making' 


VIEW FROM YOUR LOCAL CLUBS 


After slow decline, a good 
year for the Lyme Society 


■ WEST Dorset district councillor Andy Canning’s state¬ 
ment on councillors in a cabinet system of local govern¬ 
ment being “All just voting fodder” (View From Lyme 
Regis, February 13th) is serious for all West Dorset resi¬ 
dents. 

Under it, the ruling party leader chooses the councillors 
he wants, currently all from his own party. He can effec¬ 
tively increase the power of the Executive and reduce the 
degree of debate all elected councillors can have together. 
This reduces the influence non-Executive Committee 
councillors can make before final proposals come to full 
council meetings for ratification. 

This drains away a potentially rich vein of democratic 
input, including from the ruling party itself. Statistically, 
it leads to more risky decision-making, e.g. a seven-per¬ 
son Executive was involved in the failure of proper 
democracy over the decision to place new offices on top 
of Charles Street South Car Park. Forty-eight voices in 
full comprehensive debate - instead of seven in a piece¬ 
meal way - at an early stage would have increased the 
chances of a wiser decision being taken. But when the 
seven don’t anyway reflect the will of the electorate 
roughly proportionately, there’s a clear rift from the dem¬ 
ocratic will. 

Just 156 residents of the 16,000 people in Dorchester 
voted for the new offices in the official Dorchester town 


poll. Moreover, it was a decision steered along by a 
seven-person Executive, none of whom lived in Dorch¬ 
ester, and despite the town council voting unanimously 
against. 

The worst aspect was that critical information on con¬ 
straint on car parking remained unknown by councillors, 
i.e. the fact that, as the offices went up, the 485 promised 
new replacement car park spaces wouldn’t be available 
for over another three years after a shopping development 
had arrived. This didn’t appear in any Community Link 
edition, nor any agenda or minutes of the council, being 
tucked away on the internet in a couple of sentences on 
page 30 of a 60 page report, of which virtually all coun¬ 
cillors remained unaware, as did all retailers and public. 

When this information was exposed generally, council¬ 
lors had no time to stop the building anyway. Moreover, 
regrettably but unsurprisingly the individual members of 
the Executive at that time still refuse all invitations to dis¬ 
cuss this issue in public. 

WDDC’s Cabinet government is democratically dan¬ 
gerous. Titanic House will sadly remain a permanent re¬ 
minder of its danger. And an inspiration to drive for 
proper democracy. 


THE Lyme Regis Society has reported success duing 
2012 . 

Following some years of slow decline in member¬ 
ship and finances, the society committee decided to 
ask life members for financial support and put out 
an appeal for more members to sit on the commit¬ 
tee. 

In its latest newsletter, the society has announced 
the response was very positive, with over £300 do¬ 
nated and three new members joining the commit¬ 
tee. 

The society then put in place a plan for further fi¬ 
nancial stability, based on the decade-old idea of 
former chairman Bernard Spencer and his wife, 
Molly.This was to print booklets which could be sold 
over a number of years to generate income. 

The first to be published was the revised "Signs of 
History"which has been particularly successful with 
300 copies sold in nine months. This has paid of 75 
per cent of production costs and 700 books are still 
available. 

The society has now decided to publish a series of 
booklets named "Historic Houses of Lyme Regis", 
each including 10 articles that have previously ap¬ 
peared in the group's newsletters about buildings in 
the town. 

The society hopes to sell 300 books a year to 
achieve an income of £600 which, with subscrip¬ 
tions and other income, will keep it financially stable 
in the future. 

The group has also recently created a website - 
www.lymeregissociety.co.uk - plus a publicity 
brochure, which has helped to attract new mem¬ 


bers, and is currently building an email list of all 
members, helping to remind them of various events 
and increase attendance. 

The committee is still looking for new members as 
it currently has seven members rather than 10 and 
many have had to double up on jobs, including 
membership secretary Keith Shaw who is also cur¬ 
rently acting chairman. 

All seven members will be standing again for the 
coming year but the committee hopes to have a full¬ 
time chairman and is seeking a new treasurer. 

The annual general meeting, including the elec¬ 
tion of committee, will be held on Tuesday, April 
23rd at 2.30pm at the Woodmead Halls. Official busi¬ 
ness will be followed at 3pm by a talk named "The 
history of Belmont House and plans for the future". 

Other upcoming events include a talk on "Chard - 
The First Powered Flight and Other History"by David 
Ricketts of Chard Museum, starting at 2.30pm in the 
Woodmead Halls; and a talk on the impressive 
Skrabl organ at St Michael's Parish Church, which will 
be held in the church at 2.30pm on Tuesday, March 
19th. 

Regular talks will continue after the AGM with "The 
Maritime History of Lyme Regis" by Peter Lacey on 
September 24th, 2.30pm in the Woodmead Halls.

"lungers" ran into the sea on January 1 st 
and hundreds of spectators gave cash to 
be shared between the RNLI and Shelter- 
Box. 

Rotarian Jim Mosely, a former lifeboat 
crew member, and president-elect of the 
Rotary Club, Guy Hayden, presented a 
cheque to crewmen during Sunday's 
lifeboat training session. 

Renowned chef Mark Hix and his new 
head chef at the Hix Oyster and Fish 
House on Cobb Road, Lin Pidsley, handed 
over a cheque for £203.67, proceeds 
from sales of"Housewater". 

Mark, a regular supporter of the RNLI, 
said he would be making a quarterly do¬ 
nation and, as a thank you, he was taken 
on a 30 minute trip aboard the lifeboat. 

Afterwards, Mark said: "That was my 
first trip in a lifeboat. It was a little lumpy 
out there, but it was a fantastic experi¬ 
ence."

Couple thank crew for rescue 


A COUPLE who were rescued when cut 
off by the tide at Charmouth paid a visit 
to Lyme Regis Lifeboat Station at the 
weekend to thank the crew who saved 
them. 

And as they shook hands with the 
crewmen they revealed that they had 
joined the fight to save the coastguard 
helicopter, based at Portland, from gov¬ 
ernment cuts. 

Mark Cummins, 47, and his wife Debbi, 
44, were airlifted to safety within 30 min¬ 
utes of the tide reaching them on the 
beach east of Charmouth on February 
10th. 

Mark, an accountant from Dorchester, 
told the lifeboat crew: "The most com¬ 
forting thing was to see the lifeboat and 


to hear the crew shouting to us to stay 
calm and telling us the helicopter was on 
the way." 

The lifeboat was unable to reach shore 
because of the swell, but stayed on 
scene until the rescue was completed. 

Debbi added: "Between them, the hel¬ 
icopter and the lifeboat saved our lives 
and we are now campaigning to save 
the helicopter service being scrapped by 
the government. 

"We have contacted everyone we 
know to tell them how lucky we were 
and how quickly the helicopter arrived. 

"We are normally very careful when we 
go for a coastal walk, but on this occa¬ 
sion perhaps we were a little unlucky 
and a little misguided."

Bees battle for a share of the spoils

Toolstation Premier div -att 131 
BRIDPORT produced another bat¬ 
tling display on a muddy St Mary's 
Field to share the points with Buck- 
land Athletic on Saturday. 

Jamie Symes put the hosts ahead 
within a minute of the restart with 
his first goal since returning to 
Bridport on loan. 

But as the Bees tired in the heavy 
ground, Buckland's strong finish in 
the last quarter of the match was 
rewarded with an equaliser on 76 
minutes. 

This was only Bridport's second 
home game and only their fourth 
in total of 2013, and to ensure 
there would not be a repeat of the 
debacle last week when the ref¬ 
eree called the game off less than 
an hour before kick-off, the club or¬ 
ganised a morning pitch inspec¬ 
tion by a local official.

A lot was seen of Michael Hailu in 
the opening half raiding down the 
right and he had a good chance on 
12 minutes to put the Bees ahead 
when Ryan Dovell, always a men¬ 
ace to the visiting defence, slipped 
the ball to him left of the goal. 

Unfortunately instead of striking 
the ball with his left, he tried with 
his favoured right foot and half-hit 
his shot which keeper Kenny Grif¬ 
fiths tipped over the bar. 

Chris Luke who had an excellent 
game in midfield; his work rate 
both offensively and defensively 
was first rate; then fired in a 25- 
yard shot that just cleared the 
crossbar. 

It wasn't until the 17th minute 
that Buckland had a shot, but Dean 
Stevens 25 yard effort was well 
wide.

Shane Evans hobbled off on 37 
minutes with a reoccurrence of a 
hamstring injury to be replaced by 
Adam Stordy, before Sam Filkins 
was called in to action for the first 
time.

Having spotted the ball, Fry went 
through his usual ritual of clapping 
his hands in encouragement be¬ 
fore taking the kick and was 
promptly sent-off by Day for sup¬ 
posedly sarcastically clapping his 
decision. 

"I just don't understand it," said 
Townsend. "That's the fourth time 
this season where one of my play¬ 
ers has been sent-off for a trivial in¬ 
cident for which there has been no 
explanation from the referee.
